The 
superstition in a modified form esiata 
in other portions of the wurld, A trav- 
eler in Persia found a tree witb rags 
tied to ita branches. They bad been left 
there by tbe inhabitants of a province 
infected witb agne. 
A tree bang with 


rags waa found by another traveler iu 
Africa. Crooked pins, old clothes, peb- 
bias, shells, rDHty nails, email coins, 
nnd eveu bandies of heath were consid- 
ered appropriate thank 
offerings at 


shrines in earlier deys, for it was be- 
lieved that tbe saints and apostles did 
not care for articles of valae. 


Such was the superstitions adoration 


of fountains tbat it waa forbidden by 
tbe Bixteetith of tbe canons issued In 
9GO, ia tbe reigu of King Edgar, and it 
was condemned by the canons of St. 
Anselm. It was ml to Interdicted by laws 
paesad in tbe reign of King Canute. 
Hiuco tbe reformation the practice baa 
not been prevalent, except in Ireland, 
where many old wells consecrated to 
taints and martyrs are yet made plaoes 
of pilgrimage Tbeie is scarcely a parish 
throughout the land tbat has uot its 
own holy veil where, despite practical 
admonition, the faithful and tbe faith.- 
lese come to pray for pbytical or mental 
relief and leava behind tbem a aorap of 
rag aa an offer jag. — Godey's Magaxlna
